Columbus, O., May 1—W— 


The first thorough inspection of 
the Idle house at Ohio Peniten- 
tiary since 1,300 mutinous con- 
victs were moved out of it under 
military guard last night, reveal- 
ed that the damage caused by 
the rebel prisoners was greater 
than had been expected and that 
the intervention of the Ohio Na- 
tional guard, warded off several 
escape plots. 


On the 5th tier of cells a hole 


toig >enough for one man to crawl 
through had been cut into the 
cell wall of the cell block. It 
gave access to a water pipe con- 
duit which opened to the roof. 
Through the basement, two tun- 
nels had been drilled as far as 
the outer wall.

Troops will be kept on guard 
duty at Ohio penitentiary for at 
least two weeks, it was indicated 
today as prison officials surveyed 
the damage done by revolting 
convicts in the White. City idle 
house, scene of numerous disor-

ter. 


Thirty days will be required to 


repair the locks and doors brok- 
en toy the mutineers, according 
to .Colonel Robert Haubrich, 
icommander of Ohio national 
guardsmen, who put down the 
mutiny after two convicts were 
wounded, one seriously, when 
prison guards fired on them last 
Wednesday. 


Although Col. Haubrich was 


unable to say when it would be 
possible to withdrew the sol- 
diers, he intimated that the un- 
dercurrent of unrest among the 
prisoners would require extreme 
caution for fourteen days or 
longer. 


While the work of repairing 


the idle house is going on, the 
unruly prisoners will be kept in

Sarasota' Fla. (JP)—Circus pro- 


fits have helped buila one of the 
world's finest art museums in 
this city, winter home of John 
Jingling, king of the tented 
world and connoisseur of art. 


It is to be openea to the pub- 


lic next winter. 
While lions roar at the whiter 


quarters of the circus in one sec- 
tion of Sarasota, over the way 
along the shores of Sarasota bay, 
a majestic building presents the 
circus man's other side. 


The building and its art treas- 


ures—estimated to have cost 
(20,000,000—form the nucleus of 
what may become America's 
greatest art center. 


Only art critics and disting- 


uished visitors from America and 
Europe have been admitted to 
the John and Mable Ringling art 
museum so far. 
Ringling has refused to allow 


general inspection of the treas- 
ure house until it is complete in 
every one of the niceties he finds 
necessary from that side of his 
nature which is art. 
Near the museum the circus 


magnate plans a great 
art 


school where students will be on- 
ly a few hundred yards from 
works of the masters. 
The museum takes its name 


from Mr. Ringling and his late 
wife, whose death intensified hi& 
determination to build what, he 
has told intimate friends, will 
become the art center of Ameri- 
ca.There are, for exanvple, four 
great paintings of Biblical sub- 
jects and two tapestries by Peter 
Paul Rubens, the Flemish artist, 
which with other of his works 
fill two rooms. This Rubens col- 
lection is said to be unequalled 
in the world. 
Then there are Rembrandts, 


including his "Descent From the 
Cross," and works of Van Dyck 
and Franz Hals, Velasquez, Mu- 
rillo, El Greco and Riberas, the 
Spaniards, are represented in 
another section graced by Velas- 
quez' portrait of Philip IV and 
his queen. Works of the great 
Italians— Titan, Raphael, Del 
Sarto, Veccio, Uccello—to men- 
tion only a few, are grouped In 
another section. English galler- 
ies present works by Gainsbor- 
ough, Reynolds, Ramsay and 
others and there is a collection 
by French artists. 


The museum is of striking 


beauty, a reproduction of [the 
Doges' palace. The entrance >is a 
great archway. Wings extend 400 
feet on either side. 


Eighty-eight sculptures adorn 


the space between the rim of 
the building and the patio. Here 
are sunken gardens, 
statues, 


fountains and fine Caribbean 
pines. Columns of the patio are 
of the twelfth and fifteenth cen- 
tury, brought from Italy. Exact 
reproductions of Father Tiber 
and Father Nile from the Vati- 
can flank the Angelo statue and 
close the cloister from the south- 
ern end. 


Beneath the dome of this qui- 


et-nooked museum there is being 
built a crypt in which will be 
laid the bodies of its patrons— 
Mable Ringling who has preced- 
ed her husband in death and the 
one-time circus wagon driver 
whose shrine is beauty:
